RAIL CONFERENCE 
COMPLICATED BY 
POSSIBLE STRIKE 


FDR Ask s Cooperation on 
Legislation to Aid 
The Industry 


W ashington, Sept. 21.- (AP) 
Possibility of a nationwide rail­ 
road strik e complicated today the 
efforts of railroad m anagement 
and 
labor 
to 
fulfill 
President 
Roosevelt’s request that they co­ 
operate on legislation to aid the 
industry. 
Representa tiv es

Then they scheduled n meeting 
today to determine whether the 
threatened strik e against a 15 per 
cent wage

A fter mediation efforts failed 
recently, the carriers decreed the 
wage cut for October 1. Railway 
labor is tak ing a vote to decide 
whether to strik e. The result, to 
be announced next Monday, will 
affect about 900,000 work ers. 
President Roosevelt

p orters yesterday, 
however, he 
would appoint a commission to 
study the dispute. Under the na­ 
tional mediation act, the strik e 
could not tak e place for 60 days 
after that body is selected. 
(The commission would have 30 
days to mak e its findings and 
recommendations. Labor and man­ 
agement would have an additional 
30 days, described by government 
labor experts as a "cooling off" 
period, to study the report.)

WONDER 1» rHEI TEACH HONESTY 
The- news bulletin of the Public Administration Clearing 
House reports that univ ersities in California Indiana and 
Wisconsin are joining public officials in plans for prov iding 
recruits for gov ernment careers. 
This is an ex periment in 
preparation of students for spending their liv es working for 


the gov ernment. 
The way things look now, all graduates are headed in 
that direction. 
The class that hoisted the banner, “ WPA, 
Here We Come,’’ probably realizes its future more than some 
of us who alway s hav e ex pected the world of business and 
industry to absorb the workers y ear by y ear. 
In charge of the gov ernment are people who aim to place 
the gov ernment in charge of all industry , transportation and 
labor. 
It they achiev e their aims, we all will be working for 
the gov ernment. 
Wisconsin most of the time is committed to 
scholastic enterprises, so it may be ex pected that its edu­ 
cational institutions will lead the procession in preparing stu ­ 
dents to work for the gov ernment. 
We wonder it they are teaching honesty as a requisite 
for a public official. 
We wonder it any em phasis is being 
placed on the desirability of a public official alway s making 
good on his word. 
Time was when the ex istence of skulduggery in ward 
politics of great cities was recognized as alway s present, but 
alway s to be regretted. 
But when men were elev ated to the 
gov ernorship either they were able to go through the fiery 
tests of truth in political dealing, or- they undertook to av oid 
degrading the office they were permitted by grace of the 
people to hold. 
Unfortunately , we now are going through an era when 
the impressionable college students are likely to note that a 
man may receiv e public plaudits because be is “ slick." They 
are likely to note that inconsistency , rather than con sisten cy ,' 
is the jewel praised by the people. 
They are likely to take note that the word can be giv en 
for one thing and the deed be another, without in the slig h t-; 
est degree impairing the heroism of the official so pledging 
and so av oiding. 
How can we blame them if they come into v oting age 
and take positions with the gov ernment with the observ a­ 
tion that, in public office, dishonesty is the best policy ? 
What this country needs is a return to common honesty , 
but it will take half a century for it to liv e down its new 
reputation. 


W H E N W A R R I O R S M A D E T I I E 1 R O W N M U N I T I O N S 
While not ignoring entirely the “ promoters'’ who sell 
their big ideas to makers of munitions,” we must not be 
carried away too far with the notion that there would be no 
war without conspiracies on the part of the manufacturers oI 
arms. 
To writers who are engaged in offering ev idence against ! 
the munition makers and to readers who are led too easily 
by these writers, we recommend a reading or a re-reading of 
the history of Cortes’ Conquest of Mex ico. 
There was a war that was a war. in which 6 0,000 Aztecs 
died defending Mex ico City , American metropolis, against as­ 
sault of the Spaniards, and 50,000 perished from famine and 
disease. 
It was a war to spread the Christian religion upon the 
newly discov ered continent, and how these Christians wished 
there were some munition makers besides the Indians who 
made the spearheads for them! 
They butchered and slashed 
and starv ed the sav age enemy and established the Christian 
religion. 
William H. Prescott, historian, summarizes as follows 
in his Conquest of Mex ico: 
“ Whatev er may be thought of the conquest in a moral 
v iew, regarded as a military achiev ement it must fill us with 
astonishment. 
That a handful of adv enturers, indifferently 
armed and equipped, should hav e landed on the shores of a 
powerful empire inhabited by a fierce and warlike race, and. 
in defiance of the reiterated prohibitions of its sov ereign, 
hav e forced their way into the interior; that they should 
hav e done this, without knowledge ol the language or of the 
land, without chart or compass to guide them, without any 
idea of the difficulties they were to encounter, totally un­ 
certain whether the nex t step might bring them on a hostile 
nation or on a desert, feeling their way along in the dark 
as it were; that though nearly ov erwhelmed by their first 
encounter with the inhabitants, they should hav e still pressed 
on to the capital of the empire, and, hav ing reached it. thrown 
themselv es unhesitatingly into the midst of their enemies; 
that, so far from being daunted by the ex traordinary spec­ 
tacle there ex hibited of power and civ ilization, they should 
hav e been but the more confirmed in their original design;, 
that they should hav e seized the monarch, hav e ex ecuted 
his ministers before the ey es of his sub jects, and when driv en 
forth with ruin from the gates, hav e gathered their scat­ 
tered wreck together, and after a sy stem of operations, pur­ 
sued with consummate policy and daring, hav e succeeded in 
ov erturning the capital and establishing their sway ov er the 
country ; that all this should hav e been so effected by a mere 
handful of indigent adv enturers, is a fact little short of the 
miraculous—too startling for the probabilities demanded by 
fiction, and without a parallel in the pages of history . 
Not a word about manufacturers of munitions!
